In the water was found an 
empty unlabeled bottel, which may have 
contained. still another poison.

A dozen firemen who had just suc- 
ceeded in getting under contro] a blaze 
in the cellar of a grocery store at Ew- 

~ ing and Lucas avenues this morning, 
were hurled backward from the differ- 
ent approaches to the basement by an 
explosion of gasoline, which enveloped 
the men in flames and blew out the win- 
dows and doors of the cellar og if 
they were made of paper. All of the 
firefighters were injured and one of 
them is in a serious condition.

MR. BRYAN’S BLINDERS. 

Mr. Bryan is coming into Missouri with blinders 
on. He tells a Post-Dispatch representative that he 
does not know of any difference between Gov. Folk 
and Stone, Cook, Hawes and other leaders of the old 
Democratic machine, which the voters of the party 
repudiated and smashed on account of its rottenness. 
He does not know that there is a fight between the 
old corporation-ridden machine leaders and the new 
reform Democracy under the leadership of Gov. Folk. 

Mr. Bryan was in the State just after the old 
Democratic machine and its. corporation allies, having 
failed to defeat Folk for the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion; Forced on his ticket representatives of the dis- 
credited Democratic organization, men who were 
themselves discredited by alliances with corporations 
and with boodle elements.

It is hard to be as indignant with an Ice Trust 
in the winter months as the law requires. By the 
middle of January. the Circuit Attorney’s indigna- 
tion, though required by law, may fall under the 
compelling influence of the season to zero or be- 
low it.

Folk’s announced intention to obtain from 
the State Legislature authority to appoint a com- 
mission to investigate the public utility companies, 
with the object of finding out what would be rea- 
sonable rates and profits, bears fruit, this knowledge 
will become public property. The people will no 
longer be in the dark in regard to such matters. 
The figures will be as accessible as those in regard 
to the city waterworks. 

For this reason and because Gov. Folk’s plan is 
an alternative to the Bryan plan of public owner- 
ship, St. Louis people will be anxious to know just 
how a commission to investigate the public service 
corporations would work, and what would probably 
be the result of its efforts. A page article in the 
coming Sunday Post-Dispatch, written by an expert, 
tells in simple, untechnical language, precisely how 
Gov. Folk’s plan would be carried out and what it 
would discover in the way of “plunder,” by the 
modern barons of industry and finance who have 
fastened their clutches upon St. Louis.

The learning of it will mean a material reduc- 
tion in the cost of living in St. Louis, and thus 
promote the good of every citizen.

to which kerosene has been added. 


Fruit stains, lampblack, etc., may be 
taken out of wash goods by first satur- 
ating the spot with kerosene, then 
washing as usual. 

For wagon grease or tar spots rub 
well with kerosene while the grease is 
fresh, then wash out in cold, soft water, 
using no soap. 

For iron rust, put on kerosene, and let 
the article remain covered for some 
time. The oil will loosen the rust so that 
it will come off. 

Kerosene will take out new paint, and 
is the best thing with which to clean 
the wringer rollers. 

To clean sewing machines, cover af 
the bearings with kerosene, work the 
machine quickly for a few minutes, 
then rub all the oil off with a soft rag 
and apply machine oil where nec ied. 

To remove grease from granite ware, 
tub well with a cloth saturated with 
kerosene, when the dirt is removed wash 
with hot soap suds.

A Post-Dispatch Reader’s Criticism of Bryan’s Madison 
Square Speech. 


AT A TIME 








To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

There were many things touched 
upon by Mr. Bryan in his Madison 
Square speech which command ap- 
proval. He is unquestionably a phil- 
osophic student of policies, some of 
which are applicable to existing con- 
ditions, but many of which are not. 
Indeed, it is to be doubted whether 
the quality of true statesmanship is 
to, be found in the simultaneous pur- 
suit of many reforms rather than in, 


the study and practical prosecution 
of the instantly pressing ones. The 
most that can be derived from his 
pronouncements is that many evils in 
our political system call for redress 
and should be eradicated. This is 80, 
but the dutv, nevertheless, of the 
careful student of Government must 
necessarily be to struggle for the at- 
tainment of those only which are ripe 
for adjustment. 

The maxim of lawyers, without 
which all their contentions lead to 
mistrials, is that the issue must be 
narrowed. And I take it to be the 
ouality of constructive statesman- 
ship to make haste slowly, and to 
press upon public attention not all, 
but only as many of the changes, re- 
forms or alterations in our systems, 
State and national, as can be intelli- 
gently grasped and discussed in the 
limited period of a campaign select- 
ing thosafonly most deserving of pub- 
lic attention, and-urging them to a 
conclusion with all the energy which 
the fixed attention and aroused en- 
thusiasm of the suffragists always 
bring to the settlement of a public 
paneer or the reform of a public 
evil. 

Why suggest Government ownership 
or State ownership of railroads? The 
very suggestion defeats the enthusi- 
asm of many who are earnestly in 
favor of proper rate regulation; of 
proper guards against over-capital- 
ization; of municipal, State and na- 
tional regulation of the operation of 
public utilities. Under our system of 


written constitutions, embodying the 


fundamental law of the State and na- 
tion, no question of higher political 
importance than this could arise. 
Whatever regulations of transporta- 
companies, municipal, State or 
interstate, may be from time to time 
deemed necessary, the students of the 
question will evolve answers en- 
forceable as practical rules. The as- 
surance of this is in the laws already 
adopted. Property rights are no less 
sacred from the touch of government- 


of property than any other. To con- 
serve the interest of the public in 
them is the question, and to do 
with due regard to the interest of the 
investors and the public alike. There 
is nothing inconsistent with honesty 
“or fair dealing, to place such safe- 
Guards about them as will insure the 
4 nae from the rapacity of the cor- 
porators while giving the stockhold- 
ers a fair chance for interest on their 
itivestment. The fear and frenzy 
which seizes upon some when they 
face abuses, long hidden, but now 
Ppa day | into view, is apt to call 
forth radical remedies; but experience 
teaches that fear is not the hand- 
maiden of wisdom or of intelligent 
action. The logic of that man is 
faulty who discerns in every criminal 
act committed the degeneracy of the 
State. And because even a majority 
of railroad managers have exhausted 
ingenuity in the commission of crimes 
in aid of their selfish greed, it by no 
means follows that the only remedy 
is Government ownership. Indeed, no 
disaster would be greater than the 
exercise of such an assumed power, 
the right to exercise which, if admit- 
ted by some, is doubted or denied by 
many. If our Constitution is to be 


invaded and set aside at this date, the! 


reasons urged must be much stronger 
and the public necessity of this inva- 
sion vastly greater. That we should 
depart from the letter of the instru- 
ment which, if imperfect to meet ev- 
ery changing condition, as all written 
constitutions must be, is. still the 
fountain head of our political wisdom, 
we should test its flexibility to the 
limit before destroying it 
by placing in the power of the Na- 
tional Government, by aée series of 
Similar experiments, the right to ob- 
literate State lines altogether. Nor 
should we tamper with that instru- 
ment unnecessarily at all.

hand. She will part it down the middle 
and will sit where the air can blow 
through it. This she will call the ven- 
tilation of the hair. Then she will 
ventilate her scalp. The hhair must be 
parted off and lifted and fanned. It 
muSt be raised lock by lock, and the 
fan must be used vigorously until the 
hair is dry and the scalp js soft and 
moist. This comes by fanning and mas- 
sage. 

Once a week the hair should be parted 
on one side and twisted low in the back 
of the neck, says the Chicago Tribune, 
from which the accompanying illustra- 
tions are reproduced. It can be puffed 
a little over the ears if the face is nar- 
row. But it is parted on one side so as 
to rest the head. There are old-fash- 
loned. demure faces that require a style 





of hairdressing all their own. The hair 
is parted in the old, sweet way.

The crew is rowing much better than 
it was at Bourne End, but that im- 
provement is not surprising to those 
who saw the crew in America. It had 
to do better than it was doing at 
Bourne End, because its rowing there 
wus atrocious. At times it looked like 
a scrub eight; every oar went into the 
water independently of the others and 
the boat rocked like a cradle. Things 
grew a little better at the end of the 
stay at Pourne End, and in the past 
week the crew has advanced a good 
deal. 


English Pleased by Poor Work. 


All the time the Harvard men were 
rowing so abominably the English ex- 
perts were lauding them to the skies. 

but the English experts are far less 
confident than they were two weeks 
ago. At Bourne End they ridiculed the 
American stroke and said that the crew 
had no speed. When Harvard, in the 
trials at Bourne End, made as good 
time as Cambridge did, the Englishmen 
said that the Harvard crew could not 
last the distance rowing such a stroke. 
That statement was overthrown almost 
as soou ag the crew came to Putney. 

The custom here in the university 
races is for both crews to start at 
the highest clip they can keep up, 
say 36 strokes to the minute, and to 
continue that pace until one or the 
other eight succumbs to the strain 
and falls béhind. Then the race is 
really over. 

Filley knows just about how fast 
his crew can go over the course, and 
in the race he will try to row the 
four and a quarter miles in his aver- 
age best time. But he will not fight 
it out in the first mile. Of course it 
is possible that at the nd of two 
miles Harvard may be so far behind 
that she never can catch Cambridge, 
but Filley and Blagden will do their 
best to keep within striking distance 
and wear Cambridge out. 

Cambridge’s Great Advantage. 

In the race Cambridge will have the 
great advantage of being represented 
by veteran oarsmen. Many of the 
mén in the Cambridge eight are first- 
class single scullers, and almost all 
have rowed in races since they were 
mere boys. Experience of that kind 
is a most valuable asset. 

There can be no doubt that the 
Swift oarlock is better than the old- 
fashion thole pin, to which the En- 
Zlish cling; the Harvard boat is: bet- 
ter rigged and is lighter than the 
Cambridge shell. The stroke taught 
by Wray seems to have more life and, 
dash than the one the Englishmen are 
rowing. But all these small advan- 
tages which Harvard has may be more 
than counterbalanced by the season- 
ing and experience of the Cambridge 
oarsmen. 

No one can look at two good crews 
apart ‘and say which is the faster. 
Time-rows, to be sure, are not abso- 
lutely convincing evidence of what a 
crew can do, nor do they, because of 
varying conditions, offer an absolute 
basis for comparisons, but the aver- 
age of a number of time-rows prob- 
ably will show whether a crew is 
fast or slow. Everything is done so 
openly here that no time-rows are 
secret; they are public property and 
the chances are that before the race 
the winner will have been picked.

On Saturday, Sept. 8, one of the great- 
est sporting and athletic events that 
ever graced this old world will take 
place upon the River Thames, between 
Putney and Mortlake, near London, 
England.
